OKate Tips 2 


ROLL OUTS 
by Doug Schneider 


A Roll Out is a relatively simple trick 
which appears much more difficult than it 
really is. The Roll Out is a two step ma- 
neuver which consists of driving out of a 
bowl and then dropping back in. In get- 
ting out of the bowl, the most important 
thing is to have a lot of speed. 

You approach the wall the same way as 
if you were going to do a Kick Turn but, 
when you reach the lip, you throw your 
body up and out. The motion is the same 
as.if you were jumping out of the shallow 
end of a swimming pool—except you 
have a skateboard under your feet. Just 
as your back wheels start to come out, 
turn the board so that, when you finally 
get to the top, you are rolling parallel with 
the lip of the bowl. This is the first step of 
the Roll Out. 

To get back in may seem hairy—but it’s 
not. The easiest way to go about this is to 
turn slightly towards the bow! while you 
are still rolling sideways. When your front 
wheels get even with the vertical edge, 
shift your weight to your back foot. Just 
as your back wheels start to go off, turn 
and push the nose of the board down just 
like in a Kick Turn. The most important 
thing to do is wait until one of your back 
wheeis is over the edge so that you don’t 
hook up your back trucks as you turn in. 
Once you've got this wired, you have 
mastered the Roll Out! Ss

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STRETCHING 
By Curtis Hesselgrave 


Flexibility and stretching are key ele- 
ments of high performance skateboard- 
ing. Both elements need to be present in 
equal proportions for your body to reach 
its peak performance level. Flexible mus- 
cles can exert strength throughout their 
full range of motion. Tests on World Class 
athletes have shown that they possess an 
extra measure of flexibility that permits 
them to utilize all the strength that they 
have. Athletes who do not achieve these 
high levels of performance often were 
just as strong as the World Class com- 
petitors but did not have the same 
amount of muscle flexibility. The stiffer a 
muscle is, the narrower its power range. 
Stiffness also restricts body motion. The 
best example of this is a body builder. The 
body builder has developed himself in 
such a way as to become ‘‘muscle 
bound”: There is great strength but a 
very limited range of motion. 

Skateboarding builds muscle strength 
but does nothing to stretch those mus- 
cles. Skaters need a regular series of 
exercises designed to loosen those mus- 
cles which are tightened during skating. 
Limbering exercises reduce muscle ten- 
sion which skating produces in the legs, 
back and hips. A daily routine should in- 
volve the four major directions in which 
the body bends: Frontwards, backwards, 
sideways (both sides) and twisting (both 
sides). Stretches in each of these direc- 
tions loosen the major muscle groups of 


eee 
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the body. If any direction of stretch is left 
out of a routine, the body becomes unbal- 
anced and performance is affected. 

In addition to these four major direc- 
tions, skaters should stretch those areas 
which receive heavy strain in skating. 
These are the wrists, ankles, lower back, 
hips and legs. The exercises pictured 
here should be done together in a daily 
program. This will balance out the tight- 
ening effect that skateboarding has on 
the body. 

Let’s take a brief look at how muscles 
work and why they need to be stretched. 
Muscles do their work by contracting. 
When a muscle contracts many times in 
quick succession, it shortens. When the 
contractions stop, the muscle slowly 
tightens again. If a muscle is worked re- 
peatedly in the same pattern over a long 
period of time, it begins to stay short, 
never fully lengthening again. You expe- 
rience this shortening as feeling stiffness. 
To correct this, a type of exercise known 
as ‘‘static stretching’ is necessary. Static 
stretching means holding the body in the 
position of the stretch for a short (10-15 
seconds) period of time without moving. 
While holding the position, your attention 
should be focused on relaxing all the 
muscles in the area you are working on. 
Relaxation and time are the tools that 
stretch muscles. It’s not as important in 
static stretching to ‘‘touch your toes”’ as 
it is to let everything relax. 


It is very important not to bounce your 
body as you stretch. Bouncing is an en- 
tirely different technique known as ‘‘bal- 
listic stretching,’’ and it actually shortens 
the muscles. This technique is used by 
athletes just prior to a workout and will 
not lengthen the muscles. 

Now we come to the point that no one 
likes very much: It hurts! Stretching your 
body is painful. The first few times that 
you try these exercises, you'll wonder 
how anything that hurts that much can 
possibly be good for you! Everyone goes 
through this. Your muscles are just pro- 
testing about being lengthened, and 
you'll find that the pain is your best in- 
dication that you are doing something. ‘‘If 
it doesn’t hurt, it isn’t working,”’ | have of- 
ten heard my Yoga teacher say. There are 
two types of pain. The first and most 
common is an overall pain throughout 
the whole muscle group that is being 
stretched. This is your indicator that the 
stretch is working: You should feel this. 
The second is a sharp pain concentrated 
in one spot. If you feel this one, release 
the stretch immediately. This pain is a sig- 
nal from your body that you are straining 
an area too hard and might injure it. 

Stretching is progressive: The more 
you do, the looser you get; but there is al- 
ways further to go. There will always be 
a little pain from the area still to be 
stretched. When you are able to doa 
complete stretch and feel no pain, 


it's time to move on to a more difficult 
exercise. 

When you first begin to do the exer- 
cises, take it easy. There are a lot of years 
of tension built up and you can’t get rid of 
it all in a couple of days. It’s better to get a 
daily routine going steadily than to try and 
do it all at once and burn out on the idea. 
Don't get discouraged if you don’t loosen 
up as fast as you want to; progress comes 
from steady routines practiced over a 
long period of time. Keep at it; the results 
will be more than worth the effort. 

A few notes about the photos: These 
photos were shot with a strobe to show all 
the stages of loosening up. In the begin- 
ning, you won't be able to stretch nearly 
as far as the photo shows. Don’t worry 
about that; and, especially, don’t force 
your muscles! The pictures show the 
different stages you will reach as you 
loosen up. It takes time. | have been 
stretching for over twelve years and | still 
have a long way to go! 


FORWARD STRETCHING: First basic 
direction. 

This is called a Double Leg Stretch. The 
calves, hamstrings, lower and upper 
back muscles are being elongated. Sit on 
the floor, legs outstretched, knees flat. 
Bend forward at the hips and grasp your 
ankles. Let the weight of your upper body 
hang loose, letting gravity do the work. 
Do not let your knees come off the 
ground; if they do, back off a bit till they 
go flat again. When the knees come up, 
the stretch is lost. Don’t bounce! Count to 
15 and release. Repeat two to three 
times. 

BACKWARD STRETCHING: Second 
basic direction. 

Since the first stretch went forward, a 
backwards stretch is needed to balance. 
This exercise is called the Wheel. The 
front of the thighs, stomach, chest and 
arms get a good stretch. Lay on the floor 
on your back. Place your feet next to your 
butt, knees up, hands under your shoul- 
ders (palms down) with your fingers 
pointing down your back. Arch upwards 
as if a rope were tied around your stom- 
ach and pulled up. Hold for a count of 15 
and then come down slowly. Repeat two 
times. 


SIDEWAYS STRETCH: Third basic 
direction. 

This exercise is self-balancing be- 
cause it is done on both the left and right 
sides of the body. The name of this exer- 
cise is the Triangle. All the muscles on the 
side of the body from feet to fingertips are 
stretched. Stand with your feet apart, 
slightly more than shoulder width. Stretch 
your arms straight out from the shoul- 
ders, keeping them relaxed so they feel 
“heavy.” Tilt to your right until your right 
hand touches your knee and your left 
hand is over your head. Keep the inside 
hip pushed forward and the inside knee

straight. If the hip goes back or the knee 
bends, the stretch is lost. Count to 15 and 
come up straight. Then repeat on the left 
side. Do each side twice. 


TWIST: Fourth basic direction. 

This one doesn’t have a special name; 
it’s just a twist. The muscles in the back 
. and stomach are loosened. Sit cross- 
legged on the floor. Place your left hand 
on the outside of your right knee. Put your 
right hand on the floor behind your back 
(10 to 12’’ back). Turn your head and 
shoulders as far to the right as you can, 
using your hands to twist with so that your 
back and stomach muscles can relax. 
Count to 15 and release. Repeat on the 
left side. Do this twice on each side. 


Special Exercises For Skaters 


LEG SPREAD : 

This stretches the inner thigh, lower 
back, and loosens the hips. Sit on the 
floor with your legs spread wide apart, 
knees flat on the floor. Reach as far to- 
wards your right knee as you can, still 
keeping the knee flat. Let your body hang 
and gravity will do the work. Don't 
bounce! Count to 10, then do the left leg. 
Do each leg three times. 

FROG STRETCH 

This loosens hips, knees and lower 
back, relaxing the body after the split- 
legs stretch. Draw your feet together in 
front of you (sole to sole), as close to your 
body as you can. Grasp your feet with 
both hands and bounce both knees up 
and down to loosen your hips. After 10 to 
15 bounces, draw your head slowly to- 
wards your toes. Count to ten. Repeat 
four times. Arch your back afterwards. It 
feels good! 

ANKLE ROTATION 

This exercise loosens the ankles. Sit on 
the floor with the right leg out straight. 
Bend your left leg at the knee and put 
your left ankle over your right thigh, just 
above the knee. Grasp the toes of the left 
foot with the right hand and rotate the 
whole foot clockwise about 15 times. 
Then, rotate the foot counter-clockwise 
15 times. Massage the ball of the foot for 
amoment. Repeat the procedure with the 
right ankle over the left thigh. 

WRIST STRETCH 

Stand, placing the back of your right 
hand in the palm of your left. Keep both 
shoulders down, both elbows at your 
sides. Press your hands together by 
squeezing your elbows together. Do this 
slowly. All the muscles and ligaments of 
the wrist get a good stretch. Do this 
slowly about 10 times, then repeat with 
hands reversed.

One of the most electrifying acts in 
skating is the bank riding of Rodney 
Jesse. A definite standout at the best 
of pool & pipe sessions, Rodney's 
quiet, reserved manner seems in 
conflict with his skating ability, an 
ability that ranks him with an elite 
group of high performance skaters 
who have managed to put together 
the variables of exceptional speed, 
pinpoint control and a casual style. 
Yet, even with all of these 
qualifications, Rodney has had 
comparatively little media attention. | 
hadn't seen Rodney skate for eight

or nine months prior to our first 
meeting to work on this interview 
and, due to the tremendous rains in 
California this winter, we met for a 
photo session at Mission Viejo’s 
indoor skatepark. Rodney was on 
that night, getting airborne in both 
the pool section and the 15 foot deep 
half pipe, going faster than I'd ever 
seen him ride before. Late in the 
evening, however, fatigue finally 


caught up with Rodney; on an aerial 
maneuver, his trucks caught the 
coping on the way down and R. J. 
took a ten foot free fall the hard way, 
upside down. The resulting landing 
virtually knocked him cold and got 
him a ride with a paramedic team to 
the hospital and several stitches over 
his eye. The injury kept Rodney from 
any serious skating for over a month. 
Only two days before we taped this 
article, he got in his first “‘fullon”’ 
session in quite awhile, trying to get 
over the mind games a bad injury 
can play on an athlete. 





HOW LONG HAVE YOU BEEN 
SKATING? 
Probably three years. 


YOU HAVEN’T BEEN INTO IT THAT 
LONG... 

No, not very long compared to a lot of 
people. 


WHAT KIND OF SKATING ARE YOU 
INTO NOW? 
Just pool and park riding. 


WHERE’S YOUR FAVORITE PLACE 
TO SKATE? 

Right now, probably Spring Valley and 
Upland. 


IS THAT WHERE YOU DO MOST OF 
YOUR SKATING? 

Spring Valley, Upland, Carlsbad, 
Mission Viejo—that’s about it. 

WHY DO YOU LIKE SPRING VALLEY 
MORE THAN THE OTHERS? 

Just because of the pool. | like Upland 
because of the pipe. The other bowl’s 
pretty fun, too; there’s only two runs. 
WHERE IS THE FIRST POOL THAT 
YOU RODE? 

| rode pools when | lived up in L.A. | 
lived right near the airport, and there 
were millions of pools. We just carved 
‘em—we didn't think of kick turning. 

Then | moved down South and started 


skating with Gregg Weaver and Scott 
Williams, then everybody started doing 
kick turns, right about the Cow Palace 
time . . . maybe even a little before that. 


HOW LONG HAD YOU BEEN 
SKATING BEFORE YOU STARTED 
RIDING POOLS? 

That's what | did, mostly—ride pools. 
Cruising the skateboard down the street 
was just for transportation. | remember 
once | had a skateboard, | just took the 
trucks and nailed them on a square 
piece of wood and just rode that—then it 
was Bahne boards and Cadillac wheels 
and Chicago trucks. . . a long time ago! 
WHEN WAS THE FIRST TIME YOU 
GOT INTO RIDING POOLS 
RADICALLY ? 

At Del Dios. That was the first. | 
started skating, then Brewer picked me 
up, and | started skating more and more 
places, practicing—that’s about it. Just 
got better and better, because the better 
you get, the more fun itis. 


WHEN YOU’RE RIDING IN A POOL 
OR A PIPE DO YOU CONSCIOUSLY 
THINK ABOUT WHAT YOU’RE 
DOING? 

Maybe some people do, but | don't; | 
go strictly by feeling, just like if it was a 
wave or something. |’ll be starting at the 
run, at the beginning and say, “‘l’m 


gonna go do akick turn and then doa - 
rock walk, then an aerial . . .”’ and plan it 
out; then you come down and something 
goes wrong so you take a different line! 
You just do completely what's natural, 
then finish the run and go, ‘‘Oh yeah, | 
forgot to do that!’’ (Laughter) 


DO YOU THINK YOUR SKATING’S 
BEST WHEN YOU DO THAT? 
Just naturally? Yeah. 


WHAT’S IT LIKE WHEN YOU’RE UP 
ON ONE WHEEL ON THE EDGE OF A 
POOL? 

It’s like you’re on about %"' edge, 
just pivoting—because the wheels are 
just about %4’’ on the edge . . . it’s just 
an edge, just unreal, because you feel 
everything lift off, then you feel the edge 
on the coping while you're turning. 


YOU FEEL IT THROUGH YOUR 
FEET? 

Yes, then you go down and up the 
other side and do another one... 
THAT’S A TRIP; MOST PEOPLE 
CAN’T EVEN FATHOM WHAT THAT’S 
LIKE. WHAT GOES THROUGH YOUR 
MIND WHEN YOU’RE APPROACHING 
THAT WALL ? 

Not flying off; like, at Spring Valley, 
you've gotta worry about flying out, 
that’s where | was just describing a one- 
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wheeler, you can totally feel it on the 
coping of the pool. Some pools you have 
to totally slam to even get up to the top, 
but at Spring Valley you've gotta stop to 
stay in it and turn. 


HOW MUCH COPING DO THEY 
HAVE? 

| guess about an inch and a half or two 
inches thick; it sticks out maybe an inch 
at the most. 


WHAT MAKES YOU KEEP PUSHING 
YOUR LIMITS IN A POOL? 

| don’t know. When | skate, | think of a 
hot song (if there isn’t one on) to keep 
me going. Music—it does something to 
make you go fasier, makes your 
adrenalin pump. Once you get in there 
and you're going, you feel confident, 
your feet are set perfect, then you just 
hear a certain part of asong, say, you're 
flying down, and you set in your mind 
that you're going to jam an aerial or 
something, do something really radical. 
All your adrenalin gets totally cranking at 
G-force, cuz you've got so much power 
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when you’re doing a kick turn fast, 
especially turning up a pipe or 
something like that... 

ARE YOU CONSCIOUS OF YOUR 
MEDIA IMAGE? 

Conscious? No. | don’t think anything 
of it. Sometimes it bothers me, because 
wherever you go, there's somebody 
going, ‘Hey, how’s it going,”’ or 
something when you want to get away 
by yourself. But sometimes it’s pretty 
neat... 

HAS IT HAD MUCH OF AN EFFECT 
ON YOU? 

Not really . . . well, yeah, it has. It 
makes you skate more, because when 
people see you in the magazine they 
think you're hot, so you've got to live up 
to the image, you gotta be hot enough 
so they don't think you’re bunk, or the 
whole thing comes down on you. But if 
you just go and skate really good, it'll all 
be thumbs-up. 


IT KIND OF PUTS YOU 
ON THE SPOT... 


Totally. 

IT WOULD SEEM THAT YOU ARE 
TRYING TO PROJECT A POSITIVE 
IMAGE. 

Yeah, positive, definitely. That's what 
I'm trying to do right now. That's why | 
got a uniform and I’m getting all new 
pads and stuff that matches, wearing all 
good skating clothes whenever | go 
skating. Every time | come to a skate 
park, | think, ‘‘Always look neat and set a 
good impression."’ | want a good image, 
not a bad image. 


DO YOU THINK A BAD IMAGE HAS 
HURT OTHER SKATERS ? 
Yeah, for sure it has. 


WHAT DO YOU DO WHEN YOU’RE 
NOT SKATING? 

Surf. I've been working pretty much at 
Brewer, just delivering surfboards, 
helping shape blanks, driving down 
South to the factory to get them glassed, 
pick something up, you know—that's it. 
It’s Super easy. 

ARE SURFING AND SKATING 
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“THERE'S ALWAYS 
ALL THESE LITTLE 
KIDS TRYING TO TAKE 
YOUR THRONE AWAY.” 








BASICALLY SIMILAR ACTIVITIES OR 
ARE THE BODY MOVEMENTS AND 
YOUR MENTAL APPROACH 
DIFFERENT? 

The mental approach is different. With 
waves, when | get out there, | just get 
hungry; it’s not cement, so there’s no 
way you can get hurt, you just hold your 
breath. You can do pretty much all you 
want when the waves are good. In 
skating, you've gotta have a positive 
attitude, you gotta go for it, all the way or 
nothing, but you gotta remember the 
cement. After my fall | realized that; 
before | didn't know, cement was just 
like water, it didn't sink in. It makes you 
think for a while. It'll fade away, though, | 
know it will. 

HAVE YOU HAD ANY MENTAL 
BLOCKS SINCE THEN REGARDING 
SKATING? 

Yeah. | didn't skate for a long time; | 
had that ear infection, my whole balance 
was off, there was stuff in my head. . . it 
was weird. So | had to stop skating for a 
while, and then it was raining and | 


hadn't been skating for a long time, and | 
didn't like Mission Viejo, because of 
what happened. | have to get used to it 
again. 
HOW MANY STITCHES DID THEY 
PUT IN YOU? 

Eight. It was nothing really, it was just 
a warning, | guess, to tell me to slow 
down for a while, make me think instead 
of just being a ‘‘wild man,”’ just going, “'I 
don't care. . .’’ | fell a lot of times, but 
that one was so weird, | don’t even 
remember falling in the first place. But | 
see how it happened, from what people 
tell me; my trucks hit on the way down 
and caught. 


WHAT’S THE MOST RADICAL THING 
YOU'VE SEEN IN SKATEBOARDING? 
I'd say, aerials; and this guy, (I think 

his name’s Cloomer), doing these 
elevator drops off that Monolith in 
Jacksonville. . . it's a park and they've 
got this ramp that comes up, it’s about 
12’ in the air, and this guy gets on the 
top and just drops in, eats ita couple of 


times, totally eats it, but he made it one 
time; it was rad. | couldn’t believe this 
guy was doing it, it was so high in the air. 
WHAT’S THE MOST RADICAL THING 
YOU’VE EVER DONE IN 
SKATEBOARDING? 

That's pretty hard. . . probably 
skating at Mission Viejo, aerials in the 
half pipe, those were giving me a rush 
I've never had before. It seemed like it 
was really high up there, plus | was 
going really fast, so you gotta 
compensate for your speed and height 
coming down, plus you're going twice as 
fast as going up. Oh, | jumped off a van 
in Florida to make some money. 

HOW MUCH DID YOU GET? 
$30. (Laughter) 


WAS THAT A BET? 

Yeah. These guys took us out on a 
huge 110’ yacht, served us drinks, 
dinner, everything. It was unreal. They 
treated us the best we were treated in 
Florida. Then the next day we had to do 
a demo, we weren't making money but 
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“SOMETIMES YOU 
ARE COMPLETELY ON 
THE EDGE. YOU 
USE YOUR EDGE 
SO MUCH!” 





we didn’t care, because they showed us 
such a good time; so | did the demo, 
almost all the way through, and i went up 
to the owner, and told him “‘Hey, I’ll jump 
off the top of your van for $25,”’ and he 
goes ‘‘Really?’’ So he makes an 
announcement, ‘‘Rodney Jesse’s gonna 
jump off the top of a van for $25 and 
we'll have these girls go around and 
pass a hat.’’ So they did it, and they got 
like $21, and he says, ‘‘Will you do it for 
that?”’ And | go, ‘‘No, it has.to be $25."" | 
didn’t want to do it for less than $25. So 
the guy goes, ‘‘Well, I'll throw in $10.” 
So | made about $30 off the deal. | did it 
three times.and didn’t make it. So they 
go, ‘‘You ever do this before?” So | say, 
“Yeah, sure, I’ve done this. . .”’ but | 
never did it before, and there were about 
300 people there, they all left the park 
and came outside where | was doing 
this. Then, the fourth time, | jumped off; 
and when | was jumping | got a cramp in 
my knee, but | still kept going because | 
was in the air, and | landed on my 
skateboard and started to roll away—and 


then my right axle snapped and flew off 
and | still stayed on and scraped to a 
stop, just kicked it up.and caught it. | 
couldn’t believe | made it! Everybody 
was screaming and:| couldn't believe it. 
It was hot, and | made some money. 
Money to party. Florida's really fun: 
There’s lots of bars you.can go to, 
discos, go dancing; plus the people are 
super nice. 


WHAT RADICAL MANEUVERS DO 
YOU SEE ON THE HORIZON THAT 
WE HAVEN’T SEEN? 

| tried one move. . . you come up and 
do an aerial and go all the way around, 
almost like a 360 in the air and come out 
of it in a fakie. I’ve done it one time, | 
couldn't believe | made it. | see-a lot of 
people getting into aerials. It seems to be 
the happening thing right now. But | see 
they're gonna have to-use slide bars to 
be completely safe; if | were to have had 
that on mine, nothing would have 
happened to me at Mission Viejo. 


WHAT’S THE BIGGEST 
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BREAKTHROUGH RIGHT NOW IN. 
EQUIPMENT? WOULD IT BE THOSE 
SLIDE. BARS, OR ARE THERE OTHER 
THINGS THAT ARE MAKING REAL 
BIG CHANGES? 

Wheels, the composition of the 
wheels. There’s a lot of hot wheels out 
right now. 


WHAT KIND OF WHEELS DO YOU 
RIDE? 

Right now, I’m riding Spyder Wheels. | 
tried those Belair Bolt Wheels, 
Kryptonics, the green ones, and those 
Excellerators Wheels—that’s about it. 
There's urethane. now that’s coming out 
super resilient, and it’s springy, SO you 
get this ‘‘Whoosh!”’ really fast. Some of 
it's mushy, so you gotta find the right 
material. Like the Sims Snake; that’s hot; 
it's really resilient, it's hard and fast and 
it grips.

Yes, | do. At Spring Valley | ride green 

Krypto's, 65mm or 70mm, and Belair’s.

| have a 32” for Upland and Mission 
Viejo and the bigger parks, about 814” 
wide for more stability. Just like if you 
were going surfing on a big day, you 
know, how you bring out a big gun; the 
same thing with skateboarding. In a 
smaller place, you get a smaller 
skateboard. The smallest | use is a 30”. 
Not narrower, either, wider boards are 
what’s happening, because you need all 
that room to put your foot. Sometimes, 
you are completely on the edge; ona 
narrower board, just half your foot will 
be on, your toes will be hanging off one 
side and your heel will be hanging off the 
other. You want your foot completely on 
the tail. You use your edge so much. 


IF YOU BUILT A SKATE PARK, WHAT 
WOULD IT BE LIKE? 
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| would put in a full pipe as big as 
Upland, as long as Mt. Baldy; that would 
be the first thing, the pipe. A full, 
complete pipe is the ultimate thing in 
skateboarding. Then | would put a half 
pipe with tiles and coping on both sides 
and have it flush against the wall, like, 
say Buena Park's; you can go way up 
there. Tiles and coping on it would be 
unreal, then you could do slides. It's so 
bitchin, you know, when you come up 
fast and just slide your back wheels on 
the tiles, 4’, 5’. Then I'd put a swimming 
pool in, 13’ deep, like the Keyhole; then 
a reservoir. I'd put showers outside, too. 


WHO ARE THE HOTTEST SKATERS 
YOU’VE SEEN? 

Probably, I'd say, Jay Adams, Dennis 
Martinez, Pineapple and Alva. | haven't 
seen Tony skate in a while, but | know he 
still rips. | saw Jay skate a little while 
ago, he was really good; and | saw 
Martinez, he's been doing really good 
lately, really good. Pineapple, | saw him 
rip Mission Viejo; he impressed me. 


Pineapple seems like he's really 
versatile; he can go almost anywhere 
and skate good. Same with Tony and Jay 
and a couple other Dogtown skaters. 
HOW DO YOU THINK YOU 
COMPARE WITH THOSE GUYS? 

Well, I'd say the same. | couldn't say 
better, because | haven't seen them 
skate in a long time. Right now | know 
my skating isn’t up to what it could be 
because | haven't been skating for over 
a month. 


DUE TO THE WEATHER AND THE 
INJURY ? 

Yeah. 

WHO’S THE MOST UNDER RATED 
SKATER YOU’VE SEEN? 

(Rodney's girlfriend, Themus, points 
at him) | don't know. Maybe Pineapple; 
him and his friend Zap. . . | don’t know 
his real name, that’s just what they 
called him. ‘‘Zap.’’ There's skaters 
comin’ up all the time; they go skating 
every day, so they’re getting better and 
better; and the better they get, the more 





hungry they get—until they get hurt— 
then they either get hurt bad and psych 
themselves out and quit or keep goin for 
it and get better and better. Everybody's 
skating now, you know; you walk down 
the street and every kid's got a 
skateboard, just for transportation. It’s 
getting so bizarre, it’s insane. They're 
trying to do anything and everything. 
And that is a real challenge. When 
you're a pro, you gotta keep ahead of 
everybody on everything; some new little 
trick comes out and people like it, you 
gotta learn it, you know, just to be in 
there, because there’s always all these 
little kids trying to take your throne away 
(laughter). They’ re all trying to take it 
away. Everywhere you go, there’s 
always somebody jealous of you, always 
somebody trying to show you up. | try 
not to let that bother me at all. The last 
time | went to Florida, my own 
teammates from the East Coast team 
were trying to show me up, and I’m just 
going, ‘Later with this! I'll leave for 
California, | don’t have to stay here and 
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take this from these guys.’’ These guys 
were just East Coasters. Now, skaters 
on the East Coast are gettin’ hot, for 
sure, so I’m not saying anything 
about ‘em. 
ARE YOU STILL THINKING IT? 
Yeah. Back in California, there’s no 
way, just no way the East Coast will pass 
up California skaters. No way in the 
world. They could get as good, but 
they'll never pass us because this is 
where it all started, it’s the main energy 
place for skating. 


DO YOU EVER SEE IT SWITCHING? 
Not out of California. No way! 


WELL, WE’VE DEFINITELY GOT THE

Well, like, the guys that live up in L.A. 
are so intense, and where | live in 
Leucadia, it’s so mellow, it’s slow, so 
you kinda take your time.

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FREE FLIGHT SKATE PARK, Carrolton, 
Texas, was also the subject of earlier 
discussion in these pages. Opened in 
early October on a large site just North 
of Dallas, the layout is uncramped yet 
efficient, in keeping with the indigenous 
“wide open spaces’’ philosophy and 
local land values. The freestyle area is a 
considerable 9,600 square feet with 
walls ranging from 4’ to 18’ high. The 
banked slalom, on the other hand, runs 
225’ and terminates in a 10’ bowl. The 
serpentine, described as a ‘‘curving half 
pipe,”’ is 340’ long with a 30’ drop in 
elevation; and the inner bowl 
(surrounded by the serpentine) is 
reserved for those experienced skaters 
capable of handling its up to 18’ high 
walls. According to spokesman, Dick 
Dillingham, because they have set aside 
plenty of area for expansion, the overall 
design may evolve to include pools, 
pipes and other structures which prove 
their ‘true popularity . . . over a period 
of time.”

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ALOHA SKATE TOWN, Agoura, 
California, is most obviously unique in 
its use of tinted shotcrete. A ‘‘sunset 
rose”’ color is used to minimize glare in 
the four runs, as well as for ‘‘product 
identification.'’ (The latter reasoning 
explains the present tan walkways and 
the planned green separation strips.) 
The runs themselves are cut along the 
side of a hill, allowing sufficient

That, in turn, 
is neighbored by the shallower 
“Spaghetti Run’’ and ‘‘Wallos,”’ 
respectively 125’ and 120’ in length.

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THE PIPELINE SKATE PARK, Upland, 
California, is probably the best known 
second generation park world-wide. The 
reasons are obvious—the 15’ bowl, the 
13’ bowl and the 20’ full pipe (from 
which the facility derives its name). The 
Pipeline remains a trend-setting skate 
environment in terms of its design, 
although (basically for reasons of 
insurance) few other full tubes have yet 
been erected. And, similarly significant, 
Upland continues to be one of the 
sport's major proving grounds. ..asa 
ready supply of often amazing photos 
attests.

SKATE-AWAY SKATEBOARD ARENA, 
Nanuet, New York, opened last 
February 1st, providing 8,000 square 
feet of skateable surface within a former 
warehouse. The inclined surfaces, made 
exclusively of plywood, include two 8’- 
wide partial pipes, a small kickturn ramp, 
and an 80’ long half pipe (actually set at 
85 degrees).

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Oiher Skate Park Entities: 


THE CONCRETE CONNECTION 
SKATEBOARD PARK, Charlotte, North 
Carolina. One of the few Eastern parks 
with vertical—reportedly, 4’ in the pro 
bowl—this 2% acre development became 
operational last October 16th. The layout 
also provides a beginner’s and an inter- 
mediate’s level bowl, a 500’ snake, a 250’ 
slalom run, a 150’ long half pipe and a 
freestyle /mogul area. 

COUNTRY SURF’N, Springfield Illinois. 
Indiana skater, Craig Grabow, brings this 
facility to our attention. The main fea- 
tures, says Craig, consist of a 30’ bowl, 
an 8’ circular bowl and a banked free- 
style area. His overall assessment: ‘'l 
found the park quite good.” 


DESERT SURFING SKATEBOARD 
PARK, El Paso, Texas. Opened last Oc- 
tober 8th, this design is a modified and 
extended version of Anaheim’s Concrete 
Wave. According to owner, John Brooks, 
the $150,000.00 total investment has 
yielded a full acre of skating area and a 
“super’’ response from the locals. 


EARTH SURF, EI Paso, Texas. Located 
only 15 miles from the preceding facility, 
this 37,000 square foot of skating area 
was opened to the public just a month 
before. Owner, Joe Ayoul, provides 
therein three runs, each ending in its 
own bowl, the largest of which is 16’ 
deep. 

E J’S SKATEWAVES, Spokane, Wash- 
ington. Spokane rider, Rick Wyatt, sends 
word of this upcoming facility. The diver- 
sified layout was conceived to accom- 
modate all levels of skating ability, pro- 
viding especially well for the advanced 
group with a double bowl (25’ deep at 
one end), a snake/half pipe run with up 
to 5’ of vertical and a 15’ deep swimming 
pool with 4’ of vertical. 

GRAND PRIX OF POMONA SKATE 
PARK, Pomona, California. Located a 
short distance from the Upland Pipeline, 
this new facility is billed as providing ‘‘the 
best from skate parks around the world.” 
Included in the layout are various Curvi- 
linear forms plus an electrically-timed 
speed run for slalom, motorized skate- 
cars and % size Indy cars. 


GREAT BAY ARENA, Newington, New 
Hampshire. According to Louie Georgo- 
poulos, owner of this all-weather facility, 
it is not only ‘‘the world’s first indoor fi- 
berglass park but the biggest indoor (fa- 
cility) yet.’ Opened last October 15th in 
a former ice skating arena, the $650,000.00 
development has 20,000 square feet of 
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skating area which takes in International 
Sports and Recreation’s standard fiber- 
glass structures and a large freestyle 
area on the original smooth concrete 
surface. 


ISLAND SKATEBOARD, Staten Island, 
New York. Another indoor park, Island 
Skateboard’s banks feature all-wood con- 
struction. Comments Brooklyn skater, 
Steven Langdan, of the main area, ‘‘You 
start off from a 25’ launching ramp and 
climb a 30’ wall with at least 10’ of ver- 
tical...1 was stoked by it.”’ 


JAPAN SKATEBOARD BUSINESS AS- 
SOCIATION (JSBA). Headed by Yoshi- 
aki ‘‘Hank’’ Nakamoto and represented 
in the U.S.A. by Joseph Garrie, the JSBA 
was founded in January, 1977, to pro- 
mote skateboarding in Japan. Though a 
non-profit association, it will be involved 
in the development of six ‘‘modern”’ skate 
parks in that country during this Spring 
and Summer. Insurance coverage has al- 
ready been guaranteed and minimum 
safety standards in design and riding 
equipment are being set. 

KISSIMMEE SKATEBOARD WORLD, 
Kissimmee, Florida. Formerly Kissimmee 
Skateboard Park, this 4 acre facility was 
recently purchased by Skateboard Parks 
of Indiana, Inc. Further plans for the 
S.P.l., according to President, Tom 
McComb, include the ‘‘construction of 
eight parks in Indiana which will be 
geared for year-round operation and 
based on designs by the country’s lead- 
ing designers.” 

LAS VEGAS DESERT SURF, Las Vegas, 
Nevada. This expansive facility (80,000 
square feet of riding surface) opened last 
October 22nd on a site two miles West of 
the famous Las Vegas Strip. Among the 
prominent features are a 450’ serpentine, 
a large mogul and bowl field and a 220’ 
half tube. As a measure of how well this 
particular financial gamble has paid off 
for local skaters, Manager, Mike Haig- 
wood, remarks of the 20’ deep half pipe, 
“Some of the good skaters are already 
getting two wheels out.” 


NOVA SKATE PARK, Brunswick, Geor- 
gia. Another new Georgia park (there are 
reports of a third facility in Decatur and a 
fourth coming up in Athens), the Nova 
design offers five different components: 
A 250’ giant slalom, a 20,000 square foot 
beginner and freestyle area, a 16’ deep 
and 140’ long half pipe, a 400’ snake and 
a swimming pool-type bowl with 4’ of 
vertical. 


SKATEBOARD SLOPES, San Antonio, 
Texas. An excellent beginning for this 
city, San Antonio’s first skateboard park 
provides a good range of designs—two 
snakes, a conventional bowl, a ‘‘light 
bulb-shaped bowl,”’ a cloverleaf bowl, a 
reservoir-type basin and a 120’ half pipe 
with up to 4’ of vertical. 


ONTARIO SKATEBOARD PARKS, LTD., 
Markham, Canada. Ontario’s first skate 
park boasts ‘‘an exciting layout consist- 
ing of an advanced and a beginner's 
snake run, a half pipe, an intermediate 
bowl, an advanced pool and an excellent 
freestyle area.’’ The group also plans the 
construction of other skate facilities in 
the Southern Ontario area. 


RAINBOW WAVE SKATEPARK, Tampa, 
Florida. Designed and developed by Kit 
Traverso, a self-proclaimed ‘‘hanger-on 
from the mid-Sixties ‘clay’ era,’’ and his 
wife, Lynda, the Rainbow Wave looks to 
be a well conceived, progressive park. 
The various contours have been drawn 
from the most successful California fa- 
cilities with a critical eye toward main- 
taining a quality surface. Significantly, 
care has also been taken in preserving 
the natural surroundings, particularly the 
oaks which surround the property. Says 
Kit, ‘‘We tried to keep the idea of ‘park’ 
in the word, ‘skate park.’ ”’ 


SKATER TOWN, Little Rock, Arkansas. 
Arkansas’ first skate park, this two acre 
facility was opened last November by 
Mid-America Skate Parks, headed by 
John Toney. Reportedly, the layout con- 
sists of a freestyle area, a slalom, ser- 
pentine runs and a swimming pool-type 
bowl. A waterslide is planned for this 
Summer on the adjacent property. 


SKATEWORLD, Alexandria, Virginia. 
Local, Steven Hu, clued us in on this new 
design. Included among the various con- 
tours is a set of inter-connecting bowls 
and a “‘rather tight’’ 9’ deep pool with 
tiles and coping. Steven's critique: ‘‘The 
park is obviously aimed at the typical rad 
skater.” 

WILD WAVES SKATE PARK, Erie, 
Pennsylvania. This relatively simplistic 
structure, according to skater, Bob Way, 
consists of two 4 to 5’ deep runs, one 
emptying into a freestyle area and the 
other into a bowl. Although first opened 
about a year ago, Wild Waves has been 
closed through the Winter months, await- 
ing the Spring thaw and a resumption of 
hot local action. 





PHILADELPHIA SKATEBOARD PARK, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, is the new 
name of the former ‘‘Paved Wave,”’ 
another upcoming park. 


THE GALAXY, Northridge, California, 
in the San Fernando Valley, is a million 
dollar skate park due for a pre-Summer 
vacation opening.

SCOTT SENATORE 


64°50'W 18°2'N The trim black schooner slipped into the bay under 
the peaceful twilight sky, sailing beneath the shadow of the bluff named 
Bluebeard Castle, where the famous pirate is supposed to have hada 
lookout. The ‘‘Brethren of the Coast’'—pirates—roamed these waters 
extensively in the early 1800's, using the Virgin Islands archipelago as a 
base of operations. They waged a highly successful reign of terror from 
the Gulf of Mexico up the Atlantic Coast and throughout the 
Caribbean. It's estimated that over 100,000 pieces of eight still lie 
buried in the British Virgin Islands alone. Bluebeard Castle is now a 
hotel. Nearby, another bluff functioned as the stronghold of Edward 
Teach, better known as Blackbeard. 

Blackbeard was one of the most ruthless of the buccaneers. He 
terrified his crewmen and associates as well as his victims. One of his 
favorite amusements was to create his own small Hell below decks on 
his ship by battening down the hatches and igniting sulpur in the hold. 
His crew then followed him down below to see who could hang in there 
the longest. According to the story, he always won. The legend that he 
was the devil incarnate grew as a result—until his head was finally 
placed on the bowsprit of an English warship off the Carolinas. 

The black schooner, now safely anchored in the harbor, broke down 
its rigging and the crew settled down for the night. 
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From the air, the Caribbean looked 
very much as | had expected: Dark biue 
water changing to a light turquoise in the 
shallows with emerald green islands. 
The ragged coastline, steep cliffs and 
sheer number of little islands indicate 
the volcanic origins of the chain, the 
shallow coral reefs giving clue to the 
tropical nature of the climate and 
surrounding waters. From an altitude of 
several thousand feet, the view is awe 
inspiring. 

In 1493, on his maiden voyage to the 
“new world,’ Christopher Columbus 
discovered the Virgin Islands, naming 
them after The Virgins of St. Ursula, the 
sailors’ patron saint. By the time the first 
permanent settlement on St. Thomas 
had been established by Denmark in 
1672, the last of the original Carib Indian 
inhabitants had been eliminated by the 
Spaniards. 

Charlotte Amalie, the capital, was 
declared a free port by the King of 
Denmark as early as 1764 and enjoyed a 
reputation as one of the key centers of 
trade in the Caribbean, both legal and 
“of such traffic as the French, English, 
Dutch and Spaniards dare not carry on 
publicly in their own isiands.”’ 

The slave trade which flourished here 
for almost two hundred years eventually 
brought members of over twenty African 
tribes into these islands which now have 
a population of about eighty percent 
Blacks. The slaves in the Virgin Islands 
were given many freedoms and benefits 
not experienced elsewhere, such as 
compulsory education and the right to 
bear arms. This situation has produced a 
highly educated Black population and, 
today, a completely integrated society. 

Denmark retained possession of the 
Virgin islands until they were purchased 
by the United States for twenty-five 
million dollars in 1917 because of their 
strategic location. Charlotte Amalie, still 
a free port and the center of the Virgin 
Islands’ most iucrative industry, tourism, 
was to be our home base for the 
remainder of the trip. 

Our landing at Harry S. Truman Airport 
was noteworthy on two counts. The first 
was that we made it! St. Thomas is 
notorious for its short runway. The week 
before, a flight had actually overshot the 
landing area and crashed. | figured that 
no major airlines would have scheduled 
flights anywhere without the proper 
safety precautions, but all the 
passengers were buzzing about the 
problem, so | guess we all considered 


the possibilities, however remote. The 
second was that, as we deplaned, a 
calypso steel band began knocking out a 
totally Caribbean beat that immediately 
put us into the right frame of mind. We 
found out later that the band was there 
to greet some visiting dignitary whose 
plane was late and arrived after we did. 

Surfer /Skater Greg Loehr, who was to 
be our ‘‘guide’’ for a few days, met us at 
the terminal, an old converted WWII 
aircraft hanger. We collected our gear, 
rented two cars and took off for Yacht 
Haven to find a place to stay. Greg 
passed along the information that a cold 
front was moving through Florida and 
would probably produce some surf in 
several days. We were also surprised to 
hear that the skate scene on St. Thomas 
was more sophisticated than we 
originally thought, though Greg had no 
details. 

We finally acquired three rooms at the 
Sheraton Hotel right at the yacht dock. 
Dinner that night was great. After a week 
of our own brand of ‘‘home cooking”’ in 
Puerto Rico, the hotel’s menu was a 
welcome relief. During dinner several 
discovered that here, as in Puerto Rico, 
the cocktails are highly potent as the 
rum is actually cheaper than the fruit 
juice they mix it with. Needless to say, 
we all slept quite well that night. 

An early look at the ocean the next 
morning just proved our suspicions that 
the swell from Florida hadn't yet arrived. 
So we did a little sightseeing to look over 
the island and scout some potential 
skate spots. At Independence Park in 
downtown Charlotte Amalie, Stacy and 
Kent decided to see what would happen 
if they put on a little impromptu freestyle 
demo" like we had done at Rincon, 
Puerto Rico. A really large crowd never 
gathered but the kids that showed up 
surprised us all by doing some rather 
innovative freestyle of their own, even to 
the extent of working in pairs. They also 
informed us that the real show occurred 
on Sunday when the very enlightened 
Parks & Recreation Department officials 
blocked off a road up in the hills and let 
the kids on the island skate there. We 
were also informed that, just a couple of 
weeks before, they had completed 
construction on the first half of a 10’ 
high ramp modeled after the original 
Pepsi Ramp. We were stoked and 
agreed to meet them all there on 
Sunday. 

We spent the next several days taking 
it easy, sightseeing and getting some

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sun on the beach. Late Friday morning 
the surf began to show some size. By 
mid-afternoon the swell had hit and we 
were in the water enjoying the first surf 
we'd gotten on the entire trip. 
Unfortunately, St. Thomas doesn’t have 
any classic surf spots so we made plans 
to go to another spot in the Caribbean 
the next morning if the swell held its 
power. 

The next day, an early morning surf 
check showed the surf still had some 
size; so we packed our gear and headed 
for the harbor. With over 68 islands and 
quays in the Virgin Islands and 
thousands more to the East, the chances 
of finding better surf than on St. Thomas 
seemed pretty high. After a several- 
hours-long boat ride and a short stay 
with Customs and Immigration, Greg 
directed us to a peaceful little bay with 
two reef breaks. The swell peaked that 
afternoon and, as is quite common in the 
Atlantic, the size dropped rapidly. 

We did, however, surf several hours of 
good waves with the wind switching 
from off-shore to non-existent and back 
again all afternoon. Stacy and Greg, the 
two goofy foots, ripped the lefts while 
the rest of us took turns, theoretically, on 
the rights. Paul blew us all away by 
riding a canvas surfmat on the fast 
peeling rights as well as any of us with 
surfboards. Somehow he'd hold the 
most critical trim in the hollow sections, 
then, as the wave would slow, he'd 
maintain his tight positioning by side- 
slipping or actually cutting back. 

Everyone was pretty tired by the time 
we got aboard for the cruise back to 
Charlotte Amalie and U.S. soil. Scott and 
Kent took the opportunity to catch some 
sleep in the cabin while the rest of the 
crew watched the sunset over St. 
Thomas from the bow of the boat. 

Sunday morning dawned early and we 
were all buzzing with excitement over 
the skating possibilities for the day. After 
breakfast the skaters loosened up in the 
parking lot of the hotel and soon we 
were off to the top of the island to try out 
the ramp. } 

We got to the skate site early but 
already a crowd was beginning to 
gather. The police had cordoned off the 
road and a paramedic crew was on hand 
to treat any potential injuries. Pretty 
soon a truck brought the ramp, everyone 
pitched in to unload it and get it into 
position . . . the skating was under way. 
After a few very cautious runs the guys 
began to get more and more confidence 
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in the ramp and some pretty heavy 
skating began to take place. 

The ramp’s construction and design 
were excellent and about the only 
complaint heard was that the surface of 
the hard wood was a bit more slippery 
than would be optimum. All things 
considered, it’s one of the best mobile 
ramps I've seen and | only hope that the 
other half has been completed so that 
the skaters on St. Thomas can try the 
half-pipe design originally conceived. 

After a short warm-up session on the 
ramp, slalom cones were set up and 
everyone that dared took a timed run on 
the course. With skating being so new in 
the Caribbean, many of the skaters are 
not yet proficient at some of the more 
difficult aspects of the sport. Some of the 
beginning local skaters suffered heavy 
verbal abuse from their friends on the 
sidelines when they attempted to 
negotiate the cones, but many of them 
took several timed runs anyway. Most of ~ 
their times improved with each run. 
Stacy and Kent dominated the event 
(Stacy coming in first) but with the 
interchange of ideas going on there, the 
Virgin Islands’ crew should by now be 
knocking seconds off their times. 

A freestyle demo by both the 
Californians and several of the hotter 
local skaters was next on the agenda 
and even though the skating was good, 
everyone seemed anxious to ride the 
ramp again. This time Stacy, Kent and 
Scott really let loose. Stacy showed his 
freestyle-influenced vertical approach, 
pulling some pretty impressive slides 
and a few one-wheelers. Kent, on the 
other hand, concentrated on his radical 
aerials while Scott, even though 
inconsistent, pulled off some exciting 
one-wheelers and even a couple of 
successful tail-taps. With the azure 
Caribbean Sea on one side and the lush 
green hills of St. Thomas on the other, 
Hal and Craig had a field day filming the 
skate action as well as some interesting 
incidents on the sidelines. 

By late the next afternoon we were 
packed up and aboard a flight heading 
back to California, with numerous stops 
along the way. As | peered out of the 
window toward the setting sun, a trim 
black schooner in full sail broke through 
the water in the last channel and headed 
into open seas. 3

26 years old, rides for 
Team Bahne 


Have you ever felt that you were wit- 
nessing something so purely natural that 
all you could sense was respectful awe 
with no chance for envy, just involuntary 
respect—like the impression Mama Na- 
ture leaves you with, even in the city? 
Well, | must confess that this was the feel- 
ing | wanted to relate to the team that 
Sunday morning when Davey and | 
showed up at the Bahne factory. Like the 
few other existing skate teams at that 
time, we at Team Bahne were building. It 
had taken a long time during numerous 
P.B. surf sessions to convince Davey just 
to come to one of our practices. Believe it 
or not, he wasn't really interested in be- 
coming a skate hero. In hindsight, I’m 
positive it wasn’t self-doubt but rather an 
intentional self-centered desire not to fur- 
ther complicate an already satisfying life- 
style. I'm sure he finally agreed to join us 
not out of curiosity but as a favor. 

We were building for the future—not 
just the future of our team, but also for the 
tenuous future of a nearly deceased sport 
that most people felt safe in putting down 
as being a fast-fading fad of yesteryear. | 
take a great deal of personal satisfaction 
that the following two years have proved 
that what the sport needed was individ- 
uals who accept the challenge to prove 
all the doom-sayers wrong. Now they're 
nothing more than unemployed ‘‘grave 
diggers.” 

Davey arrived on our scene in the early 
Winter of 1975. Remember, back then we 
were all dying on the vine. Frustration and 
competitive skateboarding were unruly 
bedfellows. Try as we did, it seemed as if 
we were just fooling ourselves about hav- 
ing any real future. It was during this time 
that Pappy came into our midst. In my 
opinion, this is why he chose to stay. It 
was readily obvious, even to a hard-core 
surf hippie, that the sport of skateboard- 
ing was smack dab in the middle of no- 
wheresville. There was plenty of room for 
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another social refugee without the prob- 
lem of having to displace some old face to 
make room for the new one. And that de- 
fines the essence and simplistic beauty of 
our Mr. Andrews: Too much soul to lose 
control. There can’t be much fun if you 
are plagued with hassles, especially 
when they belong to other people. 

Surfing was—and still is—his life's goal. 
If he can surf when he-wants to, he knows 
he’s still effectively coping with his life. 
Fortunately for all of us, he saw that skat- 
ing could enhance his surfing expe- 
rience. If you turn back a bit, you'll 
remember that that’s exactly how our 
sport evolved—from something to have 
fun with when one’s real love of life blew- 
out or was too down. 

Competitive experiences were to be a 
new feature for him. It probably even 
frightened him somewhat. Because of 
this, he felt it to be to his advantage to ap- 
proach racing in a totally different man- 
ner than previous ‘‘up-and-coming”’ 
team riders; he wanted to remain an ama- 
teur. The present head trips of the pros 
could have easily driven him out of a sport 
he was becoming fond of. He wanted to 
pursue fun, not frustration. It is this self- 
ish—but admirable—trait which enabled 
him immediately to fit into our abnormal 
team situation. We prided ourselves in the 
fact that we were different from the norm 
of the skating populace, and Davey must 
have felt he could help us in staying 
different. 

Davey raced in all the major events 
from the Cow Palace to La Costa. In ev- 
ery outing, he managed to consistently 
place in the top three. Not many of his 
friends were able to understand his reluc- 
tance to turn pro. But the passage of time 
was the teacher, and Davey was left to 
flow with his sport. He let it grow while he 
remained where he wanted to be: Into 
himself and heavily into the building of his 
team (folks like Patrick Flanagan, Dennis 





Martinez, Bobby Boyden, Ellen Berryman 
and Rod Fukumoto). He was the main 
mover in events like that outrageous July 
Fourth Anaheim Beach Boys concert 
performance which involved skaters from 
all over California. Wherever he found 
himself, he impressed those who came 
for their initial encounter with skating as 
being an asset to all our efforts. He is defi- 
nitely one of those magical people who 
doesn't even have to try to spread enjoy- 
ment. It just seems to radiate from natural 
pride in himself. 

| guess it’s just like a part out of an old 
movie script that during his dues-paying 
years our sport began to slowly evolve 
out of the dark ages in which we had al- 
lowed it to lose itself. Our pros began to 
awaken to the reality of the dire need for 
all of us to push the sport—because, if we 
didn't, we would find ourselves back in 
the old days again, maybe even to the 
point of having to cruise on the proverbial 
two-by-four nailed to an old roller skate. 

To our folk hero, the thought of turning 
pro and whatever that could involve was 
more than just showing up for a race. He 
had become used to knowing his worth 
and enjoying his placings. Sure enough, 
a proper and worthwhile debut setting 
presented itself in the form of a full-on 
race rumored to be coming up in Akron, 
Ohio, a pre-Summer gig for those repu- 
table enough to cop an invitation. Davey 
was invited to join that long list of veteran 
racers even though no one had any idea 
who he was; the older pros seemed more 
than happy to have a chance at spilling 
some new blood. There were only nine 
racers good enough to beat him and 
twice as many came all that way only to 
see his back. 

Most of the same established racers 
had their second chance to experience 
his little-known talents at Long Beach 
later that Fall. Different course, better re- 
sults. When that episode was over, he

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had managed to walk away with sixth 
place. Davey who? Then, out of the clear 
blue, came an invitation for him to see 
what he could get away with on Santa 
Catalina Island. Competing with the larg- 
est racing roster in our sport's history, he 
skated into twelfth place. But even more 
personally satisfying than his short and 
thoroughly successful pro career was the 
amazing and totally unexpected fourth 
place by teammate Ellen Berryman. Pride 
in others surely enhances pride in ones’ 
self. 

lf the handle, ‘‘up-and-coming,’’ was 
Davey’s in 1977, we should now begin 
looking for another for 1978. In what will 
hopefully be fully appreciated by all us 
skate racers, our own Henry Hester set a 
precedent for our progressing sport. 
Leave it to the master to see what has 
long been needed, namely a totally non- 
manufacturer's race .. . the first racer’s 
race since Del Mar. If Akron had seemed 
prime for Pappy, this one was fit to a tee. 
The course was pre-set more than a 
month in advance: No secrets, surprises 
or disappointments; if you want to race, 
be there; show what you know, take 
home what you deserve. Davey did his 
homework well. Anyone upset about 
coming in second to Skoldberg while 
beating John Hutson on any course is 
being purely foolish ... which brings us 
to my basic point: Mrs. Andrews raised no 


fools.

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John Hughes 


23 years old, rides for 
Sims /Firestone Welding 


Gliding his 3%’ custom Turner through 
the air in kneeling position or along the 
pavement on his back, Cardiff speed 
skater /daredevil John Hughes is always 
undaunted, always impressive. He’s also 
a borderline case on the proverbial mark 
between genius and insanity. John has 
been known to coast the length of La 
Costa's slalom hill on his knees, only to 
launch himself (at 40 m.p.h.) off a 1%’ 
kickturn ramp—and land intact! Or, lying 
back, he will negotiate the near half-mile 
Black Hill run and, pushing 60 m.p.h., 
suddenly jam on his ‘‘foot brakes’’—that 
is, pull his front wheels off the ground 
(‘‘for extra pressure’) while grinding his 
Van's tennis shoes into the pavement, 
actually smoking to a halt. ‘‘I just want to 
blow people away,’’ he explains, showing 
that there can be a fine line, too, between 
acolorful character and a certified lunatic. 

Despite a constant and outrageous flow 
of words and deeds, John js the skate- 
board speed expert he claims to be. Prob- 
ably more than any other rider, he has 
reduced this curious aspect of the sport 
down to a science. Early evidence came 
in June of 1977 at the second Signal Hill 
Speed Run where, as a result of a tie- 
breaking third run for the second place 
spot against his buddy, Tommy Ryan, 
John matched Sam Puccio’s then ‘“‘offi- 
cial’’ world record of 54 m.p.h. (Puccio 
only was entered in the Guinness World 
Book of Records, however, because he 
achieved the record speed within the 
originally allotted two runs.) More re- 
cently, having switched from the kneeling, 
head-down fairing stance he pioneered, 
Hughes has been riding Black Hill in literal 
laid-back style, adding 10 m.p.h. to that 
hills speed barrier (for skateboards or 
skatecars), once calculated at 55 m.p.h. 
“It’s just a matter of the right line,’’ he 
says. John is one of the few who have 
taken the drop often enough to know that 
line. 


Though a surfer since age 8, John only 
learned to skateboard three years ago in 
the heyday of the Escondido Reservoir. 
“John O'Malley and | met there,’’ he re- 
counts, ‘‘and we tried to keep it open by 
clearing it up and going to the city council 
meetings.’ From there, Hughes went on 
to help with the construction and subse- 
quent operation of Graham and O'Malley’s 
Carlsbad Skate Park, early on kneeriding 
a semi-conventional Turner in the park 
‘because nobody else did it that way.”’ 

John was quick to note the potential of 
his low center of gravity, low wind resist- 
ance mode of transit and soon afterward 
set his sights on a specific goal. ‘| went to 
Bob Turner and asked him to make me a 
kneeboard to ride Signal Hill. He just said, 
‘You're nuts.’ ’’ But Bob constructed the 
board nonetheless, building a similar ver- 
sion for Tommy Ryan, whom John had 
sold on the concept more easily. Despite 
—or, perhaps, because of—having come 
so Close to winning at Signal Hill that year, 
John’s original objective remains firm: “‘I 
want the record!” 

It is for that reason that at Signal Hill 
#4, John will be abandoning his some- 
what purist notion of open-air speed 
racing in favor of a highly-engineered, 
efficiently-foiled skatecar.(‘‘The cars are 
obviously going to beat the open-air 
class, just like last year.’’) A far cry from 
his relatively simplistic present board of 
high-density foam and fiberglass (with 
sculpted kneewells), John’s new vehicle 
will include (among other things) shocks, 
special low-friction wheels and a trans- 
parent polycarbonate shell. The design 
will reportedly represent a total invest- 
ment of $5,000, plus untold hours of re- 
search and development by John and 
former Indy car builder (and present skate 
ramp developer), Doug Firestone, who is 
also sponsoring the project. ‘‘Doug knows 
everything there is to know about speed, ”’ 
remarks John. ‘‘We can come up with a

car that possibly can do 90 m.p.h. (at 
Signal Hill) from a dead stop.’’ Put in 
perspective, that’s 33 m.p.h. over last 
Spring’s record which, it should be men- 
tioned, involved a two-man push-off. 

As for the more explicitly exhibitionist 
side of his riding, John sees himself as 
eventually achieving a reputation as a 
skateboarding version of Evel Knievel. In 
the works is a ramp-to-ramp jump over 
two cars and a high tumbling jump (re- 
plete with flares) over a stage during a 
rock concert. ‘‘The sensation,’ John re- 
lates, ‘‘is kind of like blacking out. You go 
off the ramp and that’s the last thought 
you have until you feel something hit.” 

Significantly, John is also a highly com- 
petent stand-up rider on the vertical, hav- 
ing in fact constructed the aforemen- 
tioned kickturn ramp about 2% years ago, 
making it one of the first in the San Diego 
area. As he recalls, ‘People used to ask, 
‘What are you going to do with that thing?’ 
And I'd say, ‘Go up and turn around 
and come back down.’ And they’d say, 
‘What?’ "’ 

More recently, John has been profiting 
from the insights of friend and neighbor, 
Tom Inouye. ‘‘| can ride banks as well as, 
say, 60 to 75% of the pros... . but what | 
consider myself to know the most about is 
speed riding.’’ And so, what does John 
see as the future of this unusual side of 
skateboarding? ‘‘The Olympics for a 
world speed record, just like skiing,’’ he 
asserts. ‘| don’t think it’s going to be 
skatecars ... say, a 36’ board, stock 
trucks and wheels.’’ As for the ideal 
speed run: ‘'A baby can ride Signal Hill! 
_.. Take Black Hill, both the old and new 
sections, and twist the corners a bit— 
that’d be hot!’’ And for the optimal speed 
skate vehicle, barring expense? ‘‘The one 
we'll have at Signal Hill this year.” ... | 
should have guessed.

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OKATE PARK INSURANC 








E DIOCUSSION 
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Satisfying some of our most out- 
rageous design fantasies or, at the very 
least, providing us with a convenient 
place to ride, the skate park was origi- 
nally conceived as a mere adjunct to the 
sport. Hopefully (we reasoned early on), 
the park owner would make a few bucks 
for his investment and thus inspire the de- 
velopment of skate facilities nation- and 
world-wide. To varying degrees, that has 
all come to pass; and yet, even today, as 
the demand for such parks is increasing 
and the general well-being of the sport 
is becoming inexorably linked to their 
present existence and continued prolif- 
eration, domestic skate parks are expe- 
riencing a major crisis which, some say, 
could eventually lead to their extinction. 
The problem, obvious to every Stateside 
park owner and probably to a few foreign 
ones as well, is liability insurance. 

That SKATEBOARDER has taken so 
long in addressing the subject in depth is 
undenied. In recognizing the liability 


problem as one of the early obstacles to’ 


widespread skate park development, we 
naively reasoned that with the creation of 
successful, safety-oriented parks, the 
sport would gradually lose its ‘‘high risk”’ 
status, insurance would become more 
available and the rates would be lowered. 
In other words, we thought the problem

would resolve itself. What we didn't figure 
on was the continued adverse publicity 
(stressing both real and imagined dan- 
gers of the sport), more than a few poorly 
designed and/or managed facilities, un- 
scrupulous insurance agents and com- 
panies and enough over-inflated law suits 
to make the reputable insurance entities 
stop and re-assess the situation. In short, 
the problem has gone from bad to 
worse—to the point where good cov- 
erage is next to impossible to find at any 
price. 

The best that can be said of the current 
state of affairs is that it has brought to- 
gether various groups of park owners to 
discuss their common dilemma. Possibly, 
when and if the problem is overcome, 
they will extend their dialogue to deal with 
other shared interests and concerns. This 
now seems entirely possible in as much 
as the only valid solution to the park liabil- 
ity problem to emerge from these meet- 
ings is some type of alliance for the 
purpose of self-insurance ... and that 
brings us directly to the central topic of 
this interview. 


Jim Lewy, 34, is an insurance agent 
and broker from Orange County who has 
been researching the problem of general 
skateboard industry insurance for the 
past year. His varied athletic background 
includes surfing and a brief stint at ‘‘side- 
walk surfing’ during the early Sixties, 
seemingly giving him a natural empathy 
for the skater and others involved in the 
sport. More importantly, Jim comes 
highly recommended by the |.S.A. (he is 
their insurance agent and advisor) and . 
other reputable groups within the sphere 
of the skating world. Not surprisingly, Jim 
advocates _ self-insurance, specifically, 
the creation of ‘‘captives’’—discussed at 
length in the following interview—as the 
skate parks’ only true salvation. 

Although Jim and his associate ‘‘cap- 
tives’’ expert, Bill Mortimer, are presently 
attempting to set up just such a self- 
insurance group, the following dis- 
cussion should not be construed as an 
endorsement of his particular program. 
Rather, our intention simply is to shed 
some light on the nature of the problem 
as well as to examine one of the most 
promising answers yet proposed. Despite 
Jim's contention that ‘‘there are no ex- 
perts in the field of skate park insurance,” 
we have to figure that he’s about as close 
as they come.

What is a “captive’’? 

‘Captive’ is a short-cut version for 
“captive insurance company.’’ Captive 
insurance companies are formed either 
by individual businesses or corporations, 
or by a collection of the two, either in the 
form of an association or something of 
that nature. Its ultimate purpose is to pro- 
vide insurance coverage in an atmos- 
phere where normal domestic insurance 
carriers are not willing to provide the cov- 
erage needed. Usually it's because it’s a 
‘thigh risk” or ‘‘undesirable’’ class of in- 
surance to write. Take offshore oil wells, 
for instance. Nobody wanted to write in- 
surance for offshore oil wells due to In- 
cidents of spillage, coastline pollution 
and fires on the offshore wells. The way 
the oil industry solved this was that they 
formed an insurance company called 
“Oil,’’ Oil Insurance Limited. They went 
out and collectively insured themselves. 
They don't have the same insurance 
problem any more. 

What’s the cost difference between a 
captive and a regular carrier? 

That’s a good question because the 
cost can vary depending on what is avail- 
able in domestic insurance and what the 
industry is. Basically, a captive will cost 
you less in the long run. Your initial capi- 
talization may cost considerably more 
than it would to buy a one-year premium 
from a domestic carrier (providing you 
could find a domestic carrter). On the 
other hand, it may not. It just depends on 
how bad the domestic situation is. If it’s 
nonexistent, cost is not a factor. If you 
need insurance and can't get it anywhere 
at all, you have to do it yourself. But if you 
can get it and it’s just priced ridiculously 
high, then it becomes unprofitable to in- 
sure with a domestic carrier. That's an- 
other reason for developing a Captive: 
Just pure economics. There are a lot of 
captives in existence which were formed 
by companies that probably everybody 
has heard of, and most people aren't 
even aware that these groups have their 
own captive insurance companies. Take 
A&P Supermarkets, Allied Chemical, 
Beech Aircraft, Bendex, H & R Block, 
Boise Cascade, DuPont, Exxon, Mobil 


Oil, 3M Company, I.T. & T., Hiram Walker, 
Gulf Oil, Greyhound, Gillette, Firestone 
Tire & Rubber, Goodyear Tire & Rubber, 
Phillips Petroleum, Sperry-Rand, Stand- 
ard Oil of California, Sun Oil, Teledyne, 
Texaco, T.R.W., Union Oil, U.S. Plywood 
and Pan Am. These major companies 
have gone out and formed their own in- 
surance companies. One reason is that it 
generates stability; you don’t have to 
worry about whether your insurance 
company is going to renew you or cancel 
you, raise the rates or whatever. You're in 
control of it: It’s just as if your right hand is 
taking money out of the right pocket and 
giving it to the left hand to put in the left 
pocket. 

What would be the approximate min- 
imum initial capitalization for a healthy 
skate park captive? 

It depends on how you set it up. There 
are different capitalization clauses, de- 
pending upon where you go. Colorado is 
a relatively inexpensive place to form a 
captive in the United States; but, at the 
same time, forming a captive in the U.S.A. 
is a lot more expensive than forming one 
offshore just because of the rules that are 
set up. | think in New York it’s something 
over a million dollars to capitalize, 
whereas in Bermuda, you can start an in- 
surance company with $124,000.00. | 
don't know how they establish this figure 
to begin with, but Bermuda doesn't seem 
to have the same concern over the rights 
or the effects of the insurance coverage 
as do different States in the Union. The 
States are so concerned with whether or 
not it’s good for the public that they make 
it very, very difficult to form one, and ex- 
tremely expensive. In Bermuda, one of 
the philosophies they have on captives is 
that you’re forming the insurance com- 
pany just to insure yourself, so it’s up to 
you. Now they set a minimum of 
$124,000.00; they can’t even dream of 
anyone forming an insurance company 
with less than that amount of money; but 
because a lot of different companies are 
not multi-billion dollar corporations, their 
insurance needs and history and so forth 
don’t warrant it—all it’s doing is insuring 
itself. As the captive grows and becomes 


profitable, quite often it will change from 
just a captive to becoming a regular in- 
surance company. Take Travelers Insur- 
ance, for example. Travelers Insurance 
Company was originally a captive set up 
by the railroad industry. The railroads 
couldn't get insurance to cover their pas- 
sengers. They needed it, so they got to- 
gether and set up a captive to provide 
travel accident insurance for those 
passengers. 

And then they began insuring other 
entities ? 

Yes. What happened was that they 

didn’t have the losses that all the domes- 
tic, ultra-conservative insurance under- 
writers predicted. They proved those 
predictions wrong and, in so doing, they 
made a lot of money. They kept putting 
their premium in and they weren’t spend- 
ing it on anything except overhead. With 
very few losses, they got to a profit mar- 
gin where they could reinvest their 
money. One of the ways they decided to 
reinvest was to insure other clients out- 
side their own industry. There’s a lot of 
Captives like that. Lloyds of London was 
originally a captive set up by the shippers 
who couldn't get any cargo insurance 
from anybody else. 
If you are insuring yourself and you al- 
ready have the initial capitalization, do 
you have a regular set premium you 
have to meet every year? How does 
that work ? 

Well, the premium is developed basi- 
cally from your feasibility study. You do a 
study of what the losses have been for the 
last umpteen years (or as far back as you 
can determine), what premiums have 
been paid, what the profit level has been, 
how much it is going to cost to run the 
company and so on. The basic premise is 
that the premium only has to be enough 
to pay all those bills. So, in the long run, 
your premium (with a captive) winds up 
usually being a lot less expensive than it 
would be from a domestic carrier, be- 
cause the profit margin which is built in to 
standard insurance contracts doesn't 
have to necessarily be there for your own 
insurance company because it’s your 
money; you're just taking the profit out of

one business and putting it into the profit 
of another. If you don’t care to do that, 
you don't have to. It’s a much sounder 
way to go if you can establish a good, 
healthy profit level from the captive. The 
stronger it is, the more profitable it is, the 
less expensive and easier it is to get 
reinsurance and excess insurance for 
your company. That again brings down 
your total cost, so the more profitable the 
captive company becomes, the less ex- 
pensive it becomes to run and you can 
facilitate the acquisition of excess, 
reinsurance, surplus, or any other types 
of insurance you want. You can also 
broaden the scope of the captive. Instead 
of just insuring skateboard parks, for in- 
stance, to make it profitable you could ex- 
tend the coverage to your pro riders. You 
could extend it to cover products liability 
for manufacturers or you could set up the 
captive to do all those things in the first 
place. You can design a captive to do 
anything you want it to do. 


What’s the difference between a cap- 
tive and an insurance pool? You know, 
I’ve heard of groups of firemen and 
policemen in certain areas insur- 
ing themselves through insurance 
pools... 

The basic difference is that they’re 
pooling the risk and it’s very limited in its 
design. In other words, if it’s designed to 
insure firemen or policemen for their life 
insurance which nobody else wants to 
write, or medical or health insurance or 
something of this nature, that’s all it’s de- 
signed to do; that’s all it can do and that’s 
all it will do. | suppose you could broaden 
it, but it’s a lot more complicated (than 
with a captive). Most of them are done 
Stateside; they’re governed by the insur- 
ance commissions in the State, insurance 
regulations, laws, etc. Most of your cap- 
tives are formed offshore; that’s a whole 
different ball game. Basically, the captive 
is owned and operated by the group. In 
the pool, they get together and hire 
somebody else to do it, but they don’t 
usually own the company. They are just 
pooling the risk and pooling the premium. 
A pool, self-insurance, captives—they’re 
all parts of a continual. They’re not dia- 


122 


metrically opposed in any way, shape or 
form. They all have a tremendous amount 
of commonality to them; but when you get 
into the legal set-up of it you find out 
whether it’s a pool, self-insurance or a 
captive. The difference has to do with the 
legal and technical aspects rather than 
the basic concept of what it’s meant to 
accomplish. They’re all meant to accom- 
plish the same thing: To alleviate the ab- 
sence of proper insurance coverage for a 
given situation. 

It has to do with their complexities and 
capitalization? 

Yes, it really does because there's a va- 
riety of ways of solving the problem. Just 
like there are two ways to go around the 
barn: You can go around the right to the 
left or you can go around the left to the 
right; you still get to the back of the barn. 
It’s just a matter of which is most ex- 
peditious for the particular client at that 
particular time given, the particular insur- 
ance circumstances they have to deal 
with, whether it’s high cost, non-avail- 
ability or whatever it is, with the time fac- 
tor also figured in. Pools take a lot longer 
to set up than captives do, usually. If you 
owned your own skateboard park and 
you wanted to insure yourself by forming 
a captive, and you had your money, you 
could get on an airplane and go to Ber- 


.muda and, sixty days later, you’d have 


your insurance; it can be that simple. 
And it can be used anywhere? 

You insure yourself, so you don’t have 
to put up with government regulations. 
Regulations are all designed to protect 
the public. You’re insuring yourself; 
you're not concerned with everybody 
elise. Nobody is buying insurance from 
you; you're buying it from yourself, for 
yourself by yourself. 


The state isn’t concerned that you 
won’t have enough assets if someone 
gets hurt in your park? 

Most States don’t say that a business 
has to be insured and, for that reason, 
they don’t really have much control over 
what the assets of your captive are. In 
other words, if you have an under- 
capitalized or weak captive insuring your- 


self, that would be no different than being 
in business and not having insurance at 
all. The State doesn’t say that you have to 
be insured if you have a skateboard park. 
Generally speaking, if your land is leased, 
the lessor will make sure that you have 
adequate insurance. But if you own 8,000 
acres of land and you decide to build a 
skateboard park in the middle of it, no one 
says you have to have insurance. So, if 
you have a captive, you're doing it for 
your own benefit, with your own funds, 
and it’s a heck of a lot better than having 
no insurance. Nine times out of ten, if it’s 
set up and funded properly, it’s as good 
as or better than most domestic carriers 
are willing to provide because most cap- 
tives grow out of a situation of turmoil 
anyway where nobody else wants to write 
insurance. There are some really bad 
insurance companies around ! The 
programs they made available to the 
skateboard industry are just terrible; it's 
the closest thing to a rip-off I’ve seen ina 
long, long time. The rates change, the 
coverage is deleted any time they want; 
they just send out a notice saying, 
“Sorry, we're not writing anymore.” Sixty 
days later, they say, ‘Well, we're writing 
now but the rates are this,’’ and so on. 
Are there any parallels here with other 
sports? 

Yes, the skiing industry. Ski resorts are 
having a terrible time right now. Their in- 
surance premiums are going from ap- 
proximately $20,000.00 to $400,000.00. 
The suits are your biggest thing. The 
juries are giving away your money; and 
every time they give it away in big 
chunks—which is way in excess of what 
a suit probably should have been set- 
tled for—then you've got an unbalance. 
The insurance company may reserve 
$300,000.00 to pay aloss. . . the last 400 
Claims like that have only generated at 
the maximum of $300,000.00, so they re- 
serve that amount to pay the loss. Three 
years later when the court case is settled, 
they have to pay out a million. All of asud- 
den, they're $700,000.00 short of what 
they expected to pay. Well, if you do that 
constantly, pretty soon the premium base 
that they were using to generate the pre-

mium becomes totally inaccurate, so they 
have to raise the rates . . . and they have 
to raise them rapidly. They can’t make a 
rate based on what it would take to pay 
the claim today; they have to project it to 
what it’s going to take to pay the claim 
three years from now. All of a sudden, the 
consumer is sitting out there saying, 
“Wow! My rate went from $20,000.00 to 
$400,000.00. It’s unbelievable! Where do 
| come up with an extra $380,000.00 to 
pay my insurance premium this year?”’ It 
throws a real problem into their economic 
planning, and it’s not good. But the ski in- 
dustry is going through a major problem 
like the skateboard industry. And the ski 
industry has been around for a long time, 
a lot longer than sidewalk surfing. | think 
probably they’re going to see several 
things take place in the ski industry. You'll 
probably see some captives pop up be- 
cause that’s a normal progression in solv- 
ing the problem; and you'll also probably 
see a lot of private ski resorts not open to 
the public. When you go to ski, you'll 
have to join, you'll pay a membership fee 
and sign your liability releases—and they 
will be binding, or hopefully binding—and 
you won't allow the public on the resort. 
Period. That’s it, goodbye. The day of the 
public ski resort is rapidly approaching 
extinction just because of the way people 
are suing. Almost all of your skate parks 
have a membership form of some sort. 
Some are worded better than others, but 
their intentions are all the same: You join 
the park, you waive the liability, etc. 
Whether or not they will ever hold up in 
court is another whole ball game, and you 
run into the problem where kids are the 
ones in there, and although the parents 
sign the waiver, all’s well and good when 
Johnny's got both arms and legs and can 
walk around; then one day they carry him 
home from the hospital and he’s not the 
same and the parents get out their form 
and read it and say, ‘‘To Hell with it, I'm 
gonna sue 'em anyway.”’ And you can al- 
ways find somebody who'll help you sue, 
because attorneys make money off suits; 
a lot of them will take the case on a per- 
centage basis and think that they might 
be able to get away with it, and, if they do, 





they can have 50% of whatever they go 
for. So they sue for two million, and the 
attorney figures if he’s gonna get 50% of 
it, a million bucks is not bad. It’s worth his 
time and effort to gamble on it, so they 
muddy up the water. They go against 
what they've already legally contracted 
to do (that is, not to sue, not to hold them 
liable) ... just because Johnny didn’t 
know how to skate. 

What do they argue in such a case— 
that the design was faulty? 

It depends on the attorney. They may 
argue gross negligence in the super- 
vision of the park, or they may argue that 
the park was poorly planned, that the 
concrete was poured poorly, that it was 
lumpy, or that the lighting was bad . . . or 
anything. They just grab straws out of the 
air and come up with everything they can 
to throw out as a reason why the skate 
park should pay. The safest planned de- 
sign is no better than the worst lawsuit 
that can be brought against it, because 
you never know until you’re sued how 
safe it was. Somebody will prove it in 
court, one way or another. They'll either 
prove that it was extremely safe and the 
skate park will win the suit, or the attorney 
for the plaintiff will prove that it wasn’t 
quite as safe as the owner thought it was 
and the park will lose. You never know, 
and that's the biggest problem. Right 
now, you take the best engineering tech- 
nology and design available and plan 
your park accordingly. You do as much 
safety engineering as you can, plan it into 
the park, and get the best people you can 
as marshals of the park—not just kids 
who like to skate around and walk around 
and talk to each other, but people who 
are consciously looking at the patrons to 
make sure the traffic flow is right, that it’s 
not overcrowded, and that there are not 
skaters in areas of the park above their 
level of ability (and if there are, to get 
them out of there and put them some- 
place easier). Most parks hire a lot of kids 
who like to skate and they put them out 
there and tell them what they want them 
to do, but they don’t monitor their own 
monitors most of the time. It’s a young in- 
dustry with a lot of growing pains to go 


through and—at least in my experience 
so far talking and dealing with skate park 
owners—there are an awful lot of them 
who aren't good businessmen. They 
might have been a great skater or pro- 
moter or whatever, but they aren’t really 
good businessmen. They don’t even em- 
ploy the basics of starting any new ven- 
ture. Most of them are undercapitalized to 


. begin with, some of the parks are put in 


poor areas as far as pedestrian traffic is 
concerned, and they dump three, four, 
five hundred thousand dollars or more 
into the construction of a park and expect 
that as soon as they open the doors, the 
cash register is going to ring right off the 
wall on an ad infinitum basis. And they 
don't understand about marketing, how 
you get people there, what kind of people 
you want to attract to the park, etc.; they 
just figure that pouring concrete and sell- 
ing skateboards and having pinball ma- 
chines is going to be the answer to their 
first million. It just isn’t that way. There 
are basic business principles which ev- 
erybody who’s a successful business- 
man adheres to. So many of your skate 
park owners are just people with some 
money who want to get into the industry; 
they’ve just picked somebody they know 
who knows something about skateboards 
to run it for them, and they don’t know 
anything about business, either. In short, 
one of the things that creates a lot of 
skateboard injuries is the lack of just 
basic, sound business practices. 

What are you proposing now for the 
skate park industry ? 

Well, | think, first off, that the 
skateboard industry at large ought to 
come to a decision. Of course, | don't 
know how you're gonna get everybody in 
the skateboard industry to come to the 
same decision—that's like trying to get six 
children to decide what color candy they 
want to eat; it’s hard to do. But, in the 
same respect, they've got to sit down and 
address themselves to the problem; just 
quit belly-aching, saying it’s a rip-off, in- 
surance is bad and so on. Instead of com- 
plaining, what they ought to do is figure 
out a solution. They can buy insurance 
from someone who they're complaining

is ripping them off and just pay their pre- 
mium and go about their business; or 
they can look into some alternative solu- 
tions, one of which is a captive. | think it’s 
probably the soundest thing for the situa- 
tion right now. What | would propose is to 
get as many skate parks as possible— 
from twenty to two hundred of ‘em, it 
doesn’t make any difference—the more 
you have, the stronger your captive is and 
the more leverage you have when it 
comes to buying reinsurance and ex- 
cess. So | would say, set up with a min- 
imum of twenty parks, good ones (not the 
ones that are going bankrupt, because 
they'll just drag your profit down), parks 
that do a minimum of three or four hun- 
dred thousand dollars gross revenue per 
year; put them together, insure each one 
of them for a million dollars worth of liabil- 
ity coverage through the captive insur- 
ance company, and charge them the first 
year, say, maybe 15 or 20%. We have the 
makings of such a captive right now. We 


could write $300,000.00 worth of liability © 


per park and it would cost them 15% of 
their gross revenue in a premium, 12% of 
which would be just basically premium, 
3% of which would be profit that they 
could show in the company, part of the 
capitalization. If you take ten parks, for in- 
stance, that did $500,000.00 in revenue 
on an annual basis, that would give you 
five million dollars; you take 15% of five 
million dollars and come up with 
$750,000.00 worth of premium, and you 
then go ahead and form a captive and do 
the things that are necessary. Or you 
might have twenty good parks that are 
going to do over $300,000.00 each per 
year; twenty times $300,000.00 is six mil- 
lion, so you've got it right there, and we 
can go ahead, fly to Bermuda and set this 
thing up. 

In countries like New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia, they set up public parks and there's 
no problem with insurance because of 
the different legal system, | suppose, and 
also philosophically, because they're not 
“sue conscious." Like these countries, a 
lot of our court system is based upon Brit- 
ish Common Law, but it’s taken a twist 
from there. The biggest thing is the at- 
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mosphere of the public at large that 
makes the difference. You take a lot of 
European countries and a lot of Middle 
Eastern countries, etc., and people don’t 
sue. People are aware of the fact that 
there's an inherent danger when they get 
up in the morning—they could get sun- 
burned if they spend too much time in the 
sun; they could drown if they swim too far 
out in the ocean—but they don’t just 
think, ‘‘Well, if | get hurt today, whose 
fault will it be?’’ Their theory is that if they 
fall down and break.a leg, it’s their own 
fault; and, in essence, it really is. Nobody 
twisted your arm to make you go skate- 
boarding; nobody held a gun to your 
head and made you take money out of 
your pocket to buy a skateboard. You do 
something because you want to do it; and 
in the process of getting better at what 
you do, there’s always a risk of accident; 
there is in every sport. But the American 
society is So sue conscious that they fig- 
ure this is the way to riches. The have- 
nots are always trying to get money from 
the haves, and the haves are always 
trying to keep money from the have-nots. 
Well, the have-nots are the ones that do 
most of the suing, and the ones who have 
know exactly how effective lawsuits can 
be, so they go ahead and sue, too. They 
were smart enough to get the money and 
they're smart enough to keep it or get 
more through the court system. People in 
other countries are more concerned with 
what they do than with what other people 
are doing to them. It’s almost like we have 
a wide-spread paranoia in our society. 
Everybody feels that somebody else 
“did’’ it to them, therefore the other guy 
should pay. Most of the European coun- 
tries aren't like that and that’s why insur- 
ance is not the problem there that it is 
here. When you talk about public parks in 
Australia and so forth, they don’t have the 
problem because the people are afraid to 
sue the government or the government 
doesn’t allow them to sue. So if you make 
it public and it’s owned by the govern- 
ment and you can’t sue the government, 
then what are you going to do? Nothing. 
So you can put in a lot of parks, you can 
have a lot of fun, kids go out and have a 


good time, and the problem of insurance 
is never discussed. That’s not the way 
our economy or society is set up. There 
are pros and cons on both sides. I'd still 
rather live here in America under our sys- 
tem than | would in West Germany or Brit- 
ain or any place else, as far as that’s 
concerned. We have problems that we 
have to deal with and they have problems 
that they have to deal with, so there’s a 
head and tail to every coin. But we do 
have an insurance problem and we have 
to face it; personally, | feel the captive is 
the way to go. 

There’s another thing that we haven't 
talked about yet that will avoid, or help 
avoid, a lot of lawsuits, and that is a spe- 
cial accident benefit program I've de- 
signed. There have been a couple of 
others on the street by different insur- 
ance companies, but I’ve designed one 
and had it approved and it’s ready to go 
now. In this plan, when a skater goes into 
a park, it’ll cost him 20-25¢ a day to be 
eligible for up to $1,500.00 worth of medi- 
cal insurance. So, if he falls and breaks 
an arm and has to go to the emergency 
room and have X-rays, stitches, a cast, 
etc., he can just fill out a form and shoot it 
straight into the insurance company who 
will verify that it’s a legitimate claim by 
asking for the doctor’s records and then 
take care of it. If you have most of your 
immediate medical problems taken care 
of, if people don’t get upset, don’t get 
angry as quickly because they haven't 
been placed in a situation of economic 
hardship caused by the injury, they’re 
less likely to sue. If a kid can afford 35¢ 
for a can of pop, he can afford 25¢ for 
$1,500.00 worth of medical insurance. 
And 97% of all the skateboard-related in- 
juries—this comes from a study done last 
year and all these figures come from out- 
side of skateboard parks—were treated at 
the hospital and released, requiring no 
further follow up, and the average medi- 
cal expense was under $1,000.00, in- 
cluding the ambulance service and 
everything. So if you take that 97% and 
provide medical liability coverage to 
cover that, then 97% of your accidents 
are going to be pretty much taken care of.

That leaves only 3% to worry about. Well, 
right now, skateboard parks are having 
trouble getting insurance, period, let 
alone covering 97% of their exposure. So 
what we're trying to do is to provide the 
medical liability coverage, the special 
accident coverage |'’m referring to, of 
$1,500.00; that should take care of at 
least 90% of the Mickey Mouse slips and 
falls, broken wrists, chipped elbows, bro- 
ken ankles, sprains, contusions, abra- 
sions, you know, that kind of thing. That'll 
keep most of the parents happy and they 
won't feel any need to go out and sue the 
park. Matter of fact, they’ll be very thank- 
ful; they’ll be very glad that their kid was 
skating at that particular park which had 
good coverage because it won't put a fi- 
nancial burden on them. They'll be more 
apt to let the kid go back and skate there. 
And then for the 3% left over which could 
get into serious things like spinal frac- 
tures, brain damage, permanent dis- 
abilities or anything like that where 
paralysis takes place, you get into law- 
suits. Then you have your captive which 
insures you for a million dollars to come In 
and pick up the exposure on that end. 
These two types of insurance work hand 
in hand. The medical insurance keeps 
most of the wolves away from the cap- 
tive’s door and keeps it from exceeding 
its surplus all the time; and in so doing, 
the captive gets stronger and more profit- 
able, so when problems do occur, the 
captive can respond in a much better 
light, economically. 


What criteria should each member 
park meet to make for a successful 
captive? 

Underwriting is a major concern, and 
the captive is not to be a catch-all for all 
the bad guys in the business; every busi- 
ness has its flakes and its rip-off artists. | 
don't care if its the insurance business 
(and it's proliferated with them) or the 
skateboard industry or whatever, there 
are guys in white hats and guys !n black 
hats. The black hats. . . well, as far as I’m 
concerned, | wouldn't want to have any- 
thing to do with them. But there are lots of 
people who are genuinely concerned in 


developing the skateboard industry into a 
good, viable, lasting, healthy industry. 
Those people (in the white hats) have a 
genuine need and a genuine concern, 
and a captive is a genuine answer to their 
problems. Now, if you're going to take the 
fly-by-nighters that throw a park together 
in two weeks with no supervision, ab- 
sentee management, absentee own- 
ership, no one over the age of 21 to run 
the park, in a park full of high-level per- 
formance characteristics (as opposed to 
one with a broad spectrum), then you've 
got some real problems. For instance, 
when the only local park is designed ex- 
clusively for the advanced skateboard- 
ers, it’s like taking a kid out on his first day 
on skis, putting a helmet on him and 
sending him over to Innsbruck, saying, 
“Okay, here’s the Olympics, kid, you're 
going to be a downhill racer by tomor- 
row.’’ No way! That's poor judgment. 
Well, when you have a park that’s all radi- 
cal, that’s poor judgment, unless you 
specifically control the entrance. But 
show me a man who's in business to 
make a profit who is going to spend all of 
his time pre-screening and turning away 
nine out of ten customers just so he can 
get the one guy who's really good. It’s not 
going to happen. That’s the problem, and 
that’s why underwriting is a major consid- 
eration. We have to find people who have 
a good management philosophy and are 
truly interested in the safety and well- 
being of the patron of the park, as well as 
the longevity of their business and in- 
dustry ... and they have good, sound 
business sense. If you can put these 
people together you can form a good 
captive. You could form five hundred sep- 
arate captives—everybody could form 
their own captive; the only reason you 
have to put them together is that there’s a 
lot of guys who would like to do it but 
don’t have the necessary capital but 
could afford to go in with other guys (who 
don’t have ihe total capital, either) and 
form it that way. Any time you create a 
captive, you're better off if you form it 
with more than ten people, because you 
then get into the ‘‘uncontrolled foreign 
corporations” status with its tax advan- 


tages and premium advantages—there 
are all kinds of advantages—which are 
above and beyond the fact that you're 
providing insurance which is the main ob- 
jective of the captive. Preliminary forma- 
tion of the captive takes three things: It 
takes people who want to do it, people 
with the money to do it and it takes people 
who want to do it right; those are your 
three basic qualifications. And | know that 
there are a lot of skate park owners out 
there who are very interested in it—l’ve 
talked to many of them all across the 
country, Virginia, Pennsylvania, Mich- 
igan, Oklahoma, Texas, California, you 
name it. 


The captive is not a new concept; it’s 
as old as the 1500’s. It didn’t have the 
same name, but just because you don’t 
call a rose a rose doesn't change what it 
is. Lloyd’s of London is a good example 
and Travelers Insurance is another one, 
and they've been around for a long time. 
Any time you have a situation where an 
industry gets squeezed out either by pric- 
ing or overly conservative underwriting 
philosophies where coverage isn’t avail- 
able, captives always pop up again. They 
go in cycles. When the domestic insur- 
ance market gets very competitive and 
everybody decides they want to write the 
same thing, then competition comes in, 
coverage is readily available, pricing is 
very attractive and you don’t see the up- 
start of captives all the time. The forma- 
tion of captives seems to slow down 
because the need isn’t there. You'll see it. 
Probably before the next two years are 
up, there'll be at least six captives in the 
skateboard industry, if not more. And as 
soon as that starts to happen and all 
those premium dollars aren't going to the 
domestic carriers, the domestic carriers 
are going to say, ‘Wait a minute! If all 
those payments are going to the captives 
and the captives are still viable, still profit- 
able and making good money, if they can 
do it, we can do it."” And they'll come 
back in and start offering coverage and 
they'll try and go in competition, but the 
people in the captive won't have any 
need for them then.

That’s when the true facts about the 
risk of skate parks will arise... 

Exactly. That’s probably going to be 
the only way we'll learn just what the risks 
actually are: There are other ways you 
could do it, but the problem is getting le- 
gitimate facts and figures and honest an- 
swers from the people in the industry. 
They're so afraid that if they tell you how 
many accidents they're having you would 
say there was no way you were going to 
write that insurance, too many kids get- 
ting hurt. Well, what they may think is 
“too many’”’ and what actually may be too 
many for a profit structure for an insur- 
ance company to write the coverage 
might well be two different things. But 
they’re not willing to take the risk and give 
honest answers. And | can’t blame them 
at this point in time, because there’s been 
so much scamming going on in the insur- 
ance industry. There have been all kinds 
of ‘‘exclusive’’ brokers and surplus lines 
brokers who have had these exclusive 
deals for the insurance carriers, etc., and 
several deals were not even legitimate or 
_ they didn't last because they weren't set 
up properly. 
Under your proposed captive, would li- 
ability coverage apply to products sold 
in the park pro shop? 

Under my captive, yes. It would be an 
all-encompassing liability: Premise liabil- 
ity, product liability and so on. 


| know that some of the skate parks 
were afraid to open pro shops because 
they didn’t have products liability. 
Products is another bugaboo, and you 
get into a duplication of the premium 
dollar. You have the product that is manu- 
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factured by someone else, and the manu- 
facturer probably pays a products liability 
premium; then his vendor, whether it be a 
distributor or a direct retailer, is paying 
for products liability insurance, too, be- 
cause if there’s a suit, they're going to be 
named in it. So if you put the skate park, 
which sells skateboards and related 
equipment, in the captive, and you put 
the manufacturer in the same captive, 
you don’t have the duplication of effort 
and the skate park won't have to get a 
separate products rate or pay an extra 
premium. There are a lot of things like 
that; if you put it in a captive, the people 
who run the captive are the people who 
are being insured. They set up what kind 
of insurance they want to write and how 
they want to write it. 


How much and what quantity of insur- 
ance is now available to skate parks? 

| don’t know of any /egitimate, and | 
stress the word, ‘“‘legitimate,’’ insurance 
available at large. There is some which is 
sporadically available in certain States by 
certain insurance companies, but noth- 
ing in general. There is nobody that | 
know of that is writing nation-wide for any 
or all skateboard parks, and is providing 
good coverage, has proper reinsurance, 
excess, and so forth. | talk to people in 
New York, Chicago, Washington, D.C., 
Dallas, all over, all the time .. . and | just 
don’t know of any. With any type of insur- 
ance, if you buy it for a year you should 
have it for a year. And if you buy it with the 
understanding that it will be renewed, 
providing your claims history is favorable, 
then you should be entitled to some sort 
of a renewal expectation. Without those 
two things, | don’t call it legitimate; | think 


it’s a rip-off—and | think that’s the only 
thing that’s available right now. The skate 
park owners are coming to the realization 
very quickly that there’s nothing available 
out there that’s worthwhile. And I'm start- 
ing to get a tremendous amount of calls 
now, whereas, nine months ago, | didn’t 
get one or two amonth. | probably get two 
a day now. There are still some manufac- 
turers who don't believe captives are a 
solution, but they don't really have any 
other solution, either. And when there 
really is no better way to go, maybe you 
ought to sit down and take a look at cap- 
tives. That’s when they become very vi- 
able, very effective. Anybody can put 
together a captive; but basically speak- 
ing, if you had a hundred insurance 
agents, probably ninety-nine wouldn't 
know what to do with a captive or how it’s 
formed. There are experts in the captive 
insurance market, but they’re not as 
plentiful as the average hometown corner 
insurance man. 

Some skate park owners are talking 
about doing their own captives and, from 
what I’ve heard, | don’t think that they’re 
going in with enough capitalization; it's 
too much of a gamble. And that’s why | 
feel if you can get financially sound 
people in the industry to throw their 
money in together and develop this thing 
right the first time up front, we can have a 
long-term, legitimate solution. Couple 
that with the special accident insurance 
which has been approved by a major car- 
rier - that’s when it’s time to move. Thereis 
a light at the end of the tunnel, and cap- 
tives seem to be that light, as far as | can 
determine; it's a good way to go. e)
